For Veterinary Complex

the site of the future veterinary 
medicine complex. 

Plans indicate tbat the land 
— Just north of present veterin- 
ary facilities — will become a 
complete veterinary campus. 

A \^RRIN.\RV sciences 
building for faculty office and 
tab space it schedllled to be the 
first facility constructed. It will 
be followed by large and small 
animal labs, elaiarooai bnlldingi 
and a clinic. 

Charles Cornelius, veterinary 
medicine dean, said the first 
building will be used for faculty 
to accomodate a planned Increase 
from a faculty enrichment pro- 
gram. The program would 
double the faculty from 4S per- 
sons to 85, he said. 

President James A. McCain 
nald at the meeting tbat plans 
for the first building eoutd be 
developed and submitted to the 
Regents by March, 1988, 

FUNDS FOR the sciences 
building. McCain exnialned. will 
come from a requested $1.2 mil- 
lion legialatnre appropriation. 
The money would be matciied by 
federal funds. 

The total veterinary complex 
will be financed by a planned 
tl4 million veterinary rebuild- 
ing program. The aim of the 
nrogram Is to more than double 
the veterinary college's enroll- 
ment. MeCaIn said.

Itliftea, N.Y. (I.P.> — A special 
Cornell UnlTsrsity commlsflloti 
has recommended that the Uni- 
versity break with tradition by 
confining Its disctpltnary autbor* 
iljr over students solely to acts 
of misconduct damaging to its 
educational objectives. The com. 
lalesloB's defliiltion of educa- 
tional objectives makes no rt- 
ference to violations of law. 

Other recommendations In the 
report took firm positions on 
Vntverstty treatment of students 
charged with law violations, and 
on University policy toward stu- 
dent civil dtsobedlenee and use 
of marijuana. All were de- 
veloped by appllcatlou of two 
basic culdellnes: the strength- 
ening of responsible student 
freedom and maturity and the 
l>runHition of the educational 
goals of the Cornell community,

The com mission held that the 
University should regulate stu- 
dent conduct not primarily to en- 
force the law, which is the func- 
tion of the public community, 
but to "protect the opportunity 
of all members of the Cornell 
community to pursue their edu- 
cational goals effectively." 

Applying its guidelines, the 
eommtsslon recommended that 

the University "neither seek nor 
support special treatment of its 
atudenta" apprehended for, or 
convicted of, oft-CMnpu law vio- 
lations. 



Campus grounds maintenance 

may present problems but It Is 
rewarding and enjoyable work, 
Thomas Shackelford, landscape 
architect and head of grounds 
maintenance at R-8tate, said. 

"My title Is landscape archi- 
tect, but maintenance Is my ma- 
jor responsibility." Shackelford 
stated as he described hla work 
on the K-State campus. 

^•liAIIOR COtfK are my big- 
gest problem because 1 must op- 
erate on a very tight budget, one 
of the smallest for any major 
university in the nation," 
Shackelford declared. 

The maintenance budget is 
divided with 70 to 7S per cent 
going for labor and 26 to SO per 
cent for equipment and sup- 
plies. 

"Farmers are hired who have 
some knowledge of machinery 
and plants. Eighteen thousand 
dollars are spent yearly for stu- 
dent labor. Equipment also Is 
an expensive conalderAtion when 

a 72-inrh moWOT UWy eO«t 

60U," he said. 

'*f MUiiT turn to minimum 
maintenance whenever I can 
because of the high labor costs," 
be said. This excludes most uses 
of high maintenance areas such 
as annual flower beds which 
presently cost |7,500 each year. 

However, concrete and gravel 
are not the entire answer. Park- 
ing lots with islands of shrubs 
and trees gave a refreshing 
break from the monottfny of the 
aspbait, he explained. 

Turf grass lawns are an Im- 
portant {tart of the landscape 
and present many problems in 
maintenance, he said. Weeds, 
diseases and insects are constant 
threats to the turf and regular 
spray prognuns muU he tnstl- 
tuted to control these pests, he 
explained. 

He llated soli compaction as 
a serious problem to the turf. 
Shackelford further explained 



that aerifying maehlnea are used 

to get air down to the root sone 
of the grass. However, he added, 
no machine can relieve the dam- 
age done by students making 
"cow paths" across a lawn area. 

M.%IXTAIMN« a high quality 
turf is essential for the athletic 
fields. Shackelford stated. The 
football field must have an at- 
tractive and durable turf which 
will withstand the abuse it re- 
ceives during a football game. 
Practice ilelds and tebmmniml 
playing fields also most be main- 
tained. 

"I am very proud of the fine 
appearance of the baseball field, 
but this is only possible through 

the excellent cooperation I re- 
ceive from the manager and play- 
ers," Shackelford said. 

Other Jobs include caring for 
trees on campus. Trees must 
pruned, fertilized and sprayed to 
keep them healthy to rMlst dis- 
eases and wind and loe damage. 
Container grown trees must be 
planted earefuUy so that no 
girdling roots will devtiop to 
later strangle the tree, fflmekel- 
ford said.

family and child development 
professor, aald. "The child plays 

with them for awhile and then 
discards them for other simpler 
toys." 

TELEVISION pressure has a 
lot to do with parents' toy-buy- 
ing habits, she added. "Televi- 
sion advertising aims at the child 
to influence his parent into bay- 
tag a certain toy. And after he 
gate it, he uses It for a few min- 
atec and then goes to simpler, 
less expensive toys.*' 

Toys should be purchased tor 
their simplicity and freedom for 
creativity as guidelines, she said. 

"OFTEN COMMON household 
ohjeeta are better for the child 
than expensive store-bought toys 
she said. Old-fashioned spring* 
Iras clothespins, egg beaters, 
sewing basket findings like but- 
tons, beads, glitter, string, maee- 
roni and empty nutshells find 
thousands of uses In the chil- 
dren's play. 

Inner tubes serve a variety of 
purposes as baskets, boats, bean- 
bag pitch game or Just to roll, 
tug and stretch, she said. 

Discarded clothes, shoes, hats, 
Jewelry, plastic containers, keys 
and spools make appreciated ad- 
ditions to any child's toybox, 
she said. 

"TOYS SHOULD he something 
for the child to do something 
with." Mrs. HcCord said. "And 
not mechanical," she empha- 
sized. 

Creative material is good but 
should allow the child freedom 
of expression and not snggMt to 
h:m how it's to be used. 

Coloring books do not gtn the 
child enough ereatlve freedom, 



she added. "Large sheets ot 
paper and paints are better." 

Games suitable to the child's 
development level are alao gotkl, 

particularly those dealing with 
number concepts. Mrs. McCord 
said. 

MOHT rHILI>REN engage In 
dramatic play like "make-be- 
lieve" and "house." Kitchen 
utensils, garden and carpenter 
tools help make the play seem 
more realistic. 

And don't forget to save 
Christmas cards, she added. In 
rare intervals of quiet play, chil- 
dren find themselves fascinating 
to arrange, stand up la rows, 
color, ent and aott, aba aatd.

The Arts and Sciences 
curriculum will become 
more liberalized if a pro- 
posal by the college cur- 
riculum oonunlttee meets 
approTal of the college 
faculty. 

The proposal will be pre- 
sented to the arts and sci- 
ences faculty Jan. 9, and if 
passed, will be presented to tbe 
Academic Affairs committee of 
Faculty Senate and then to 
Faculty Senate, 

"Tbe proposal will let stu- 
dents get into more advanced 
work when they are Juniors and 
seniors," Louis Douglas, cur- 
riculum committee member said. 
Douglas said some of the changes 
were made to adjust to a new 
biology division. 

TO ACHIKVK a bachelor of 
science degree the proposal re* 
quires six hours of ^nt^li^^h 
composi^'n I and II and Eng- 
lish profteleney. 

The proposal calls for one 
course in oral communlcationB, 
argnmentatlon and debate or 
language and communications, 
as recommended by the speech 
department. 

Three hours of mathematics, 
symbolic logic or «tatisttes are 
required. 

Nine hours of humanities, tn- 
elnding one course above the 
introductory level are required 
by tbe departments of art, Eng- 
lish, history, modern languages, 
music, philosophy and speech. 

NINE HOUR8 of social sci- 
ences will be required by the pro- 
posal. Departments requiring 
the nine hours of social sciences 
are economics, history, political 
science, psychology, sociology 
and anthropology, teeknleal Jour* 
nallsm and geography. 

Twelve hours of natural sci- 
•ness will bt rsanlrsd. inelndtes 
one Inbontory and one coarse 
above the Introductory level. 

One course of physical sdn- 
catlon will be required. 

REMAINING hours, according 



to the proposal would be spent 
in the student's major and elec- 
ttves. 

In order to meet the require- 
ments for a bachelor of arts de- 
gree a student, if the proposal 
is paaiMd. wovid need six hours 
of Ensllsh composition snd Eng- 
lish proficiency. 

Oral communications require- 
ments are identical to those 
cnursea required for a bsehslor 
of sciences degree. 

TWO YEARS, or a proficiency 
of two years would be required 
of modern langnages. Under K- 



State's modern languages sec- 
tion the requirement would be 
IS bonrs. 

Three hours of mathenuitlos. 
symbolic logic, or statlsttes are 
required. 

Twelve hours of bnmanltles, 
inclttdlng one course above tbe 
Introductory level Is required. 

Twelve faonrs of social science, 
InclndinK one course nbovs the 
introductory levrt are required. 

The natural sciences and 
physical education requirements 
are identical to the requirements 
of Ihe baobtfor of science degree.

It la hoped that all who aeafc to underntaad the con- 
filet in Vietnam and who are looking for some way 
out of the dilemna were fortunate enough to watfsh 
tha TV latarvlaw of Doui Aekaaoa. 

Acheson made several interesting points. The first 
conoerned negotiaUons. The following la quoted directly 
from the "Natloaal Obanver" which carried part of the 
latmnrtow. 

"The Communlsto have a Clauaawtis Idea toward 
negotiation. Negotiation la war carried on by other 
moans, and what they hope to do In a negotiation is not 
to bring about a peaee, but to disadvantage someone in 
course of the war. separate you from your allies, 
you domeatlc trouble at home and so forth. . . . WRh 
as. aagottotioa to a David Harum baafaaaa la whteh 
both parties want to reach a result. . . . with the C<na- 
maata t . negotiation never preceded a settlement or got 
aa^ilkare. Thto waa true In Greece. They carried on the 
oparatlons against Greece until they become unproduc- 
tive, and stopped. In the blockade of Berlin they waat 
oa aatll it was hurting them more than us aad thay 
atoppad. In tho oaos ti Koraa, auAfly Oio aaaa thteg 
happened. In fact, except that we spent two yaala itf 
futile talks at Kaisong and Panmunjom."

An exhibit of 14 of his water- 
colors is on display at the Man- 
hattan Library. The pictures In 
the local exhibit are paintings of 
landscapes and nature scenes.

The students, selected on the 
basts of scholarship and potential 
leadership, will study In California 
collegeB after an intensive language 
program. 

From the original 571 applica- 
tions, Saigon "notables" selected 
250 on their leadership qualities. 
The American team, working under 
the Aid for International Develop- 
ment (A.I.D.) program, made 
recommendations on the placement 
of the students. 

APKLIOATIONS and critiques of 
the students had to be translated. 
There were no personal interviews. 

During their stay in Vietnam, the 
educators TUilted several fnstlttK 
Uons of higher teaming In the 
eovntrf. 



"There is much government con- 
trol within the schools," Gerritz 
said. "Faculty salaries are paid by 
the government, and government 
representatives are on the admin- 
istrative staff." 

SALARIES ARE not good— one 
college faculty member received 
$183 a month, |7 less than the pay 
of an airlines receptionist who coUi- 
plained she being underpaid. 

"Teachers must accept up to 40 
hours of cla.ss a week Jii order to 
support themselves," Gerritz said. 
"Moreover, there Is an average of 
120 students to each teacher In the 
country." 

"It is hard to persuade college 
students to ijccome teachers at 
those salaries to teach so many stu- 
dents," he continued. 

FEW TEXTBOOKS are used In 
the school Bystems, but A.I.D. has 
bought 16 million texts. "Students 
use lecture notes instead ; they 
learn by lecture and by rote/' 

Gerrtts described a scene In a col- 
lege library: "The stodents were 
In the library reading their class 
notes. Books on the shelves were 



often In English and French — 
languages spoken by only 10 per 
cent of the students. Consequently, 
the books were not used." 

Vietnamese Initnietors use no 
references and no texts, in con- 
trast to American methods. 

"THEIR GRADING system also 
is different. They use a 20-point 
scale, but 10 is minimal passing 
and 15 or higher Is rare. It would 
be better It they differentiated 
more." he aald. 

"It Is a vestige of tlie French sys- 
tem. The French don't consider 
education a developmental growth 
process," he explained. 

IN HOME classes a French In- 
structor would lecture In French 
to a class where less than 10 per 
cent could understand what he said. 

The refusal to speak the common 
language follows a stubborn maxim 
on the instructor's part: "Educa- 
tion shovld Boi be aaff. Tha 
trouble of ftndtag trsnslatad ^laaa 
notes of a fellow student makes 
learning hard, and thatafore worth- 
while." _

Understanding Curb 

Polltaker Louis Harris, who estimates that 
by 1975 10 million Americans will be traTeling 
to Europe, has written: 

"The new era of travel has been called an ex- 
plosion, but what we have seen up to this date 
has merely been a trickle, compared to the flood 
we will witness in the next few years. Only a 
war, a world-wide depression, a plague or a 
famine will keep this explosion from taking 
place." 

UNFORTUNATELY, Harris made the state- 
ment before President Johnson suggested a limi- 
tation on trairel outside the Wtstern hemisphere. 

Harris should have Included the possibility 
of Congress assessing a $100 tax In accordance 
with the President's wishes, as a check on the 
travel explosion. 

It is true that the nearly 19 million Ameri- 
cans who spent a record $4.6 billion on inter- 
national tourism last year are contributing to 
the deficit in the U.S. balance of payments and 
the outflow of gold. But what the President did 
not make rlear is that the amount of money spent 
on tourism stacked up against money spent for 
foraign Investments and military expenditures 
abroad is minute by comparison. 

IX IS Also interesting when the President, 
speaking on the unanimously proclaimed United 
Nations International Tourist Tear last year, 
said: 

"... it is fitting that we rededicate ourselves 
to the importance of promoting international 
goodwill through travel. This is no small under- 
taking and It Is worthy of our high^t efforts and 
the unqualified cooperation of all nations." 

The President has stated the case correctly 
in this Instance. 

The promotion — not the limitation — of world 
travel, to this country as well as other countries, 
is worthy of this nation's highest efforts. 

THE REASON Is not that the $68.6 billion 
global travel industry may be hurt by this 
country's limitations, but that international 
travel and the IneTttable understanding of people 

around the world which travel leads to, will be 
hurt. Travel, it should be remembered, also 
leads to greater understanding of the attributes 
and the shortcomings of the home country as 
well as the host country. 

To even suggest to cut off people from people 

— for any reason — at this stage in a tension- 
filled world is a mistake.— blU buseiU»eiv. 

Tolerance Lag 

Clive Haupt, a 24-year-old South African 
classified as "colored" because of his mixed blood 
and entitled only to the rights of a second-class 
dttsen under South Africa's rigid apartheid 
policy, managed to cross the color line only at 
his death. 

His heart, transplanted to a white dentist, 

now beats in the white world. His heartless re- 
mains, however, will be buried in a cemetery re- 
served for non-whites. 

IT 18 IBONIC that during his life Haupt could 
not have had any sodal contact with Dr. Philip 
Blalberg, who underwent the heart transplant 

and Is now ha "extremely satisfactory** condition 
according to his doctors. The two men, could not 
have even stood in the same line in a post office. 
Even after death they could not be burled iu the 
sama eemelery. 

But South Africa's apartheid, which separates 
whites and non-whites in life and tai death, does 

not extend to the shadowy line between life and 
death. No law forbids interracial transplants. 

Hopefully, man's social tolerance will some- 
day catch up with the modern scientific tech- 
nology that made the transplant possible. — ^lee

Jnst as his 
immigrant parents. "I agreed to 
run, but 1 wouldn't campaign. 1 
Jnst farmed until I was elected." 
be aald. 

And BO. he "broke Into" poli- 
tics. Carlson's advice for aspir- 
ing politicians today: "Oo back 
to your home community after 
you finish college, be actlre in 
civic affairs and pretty soon 
people will notice you." 

Carlson apoke of bis Wuhing- 
toe. '*To« know Oeorgo Murphy 
la really blghly regarded In 
Senate, on both sides," He spoke 
of the various profaaatoM of 
politicians today. 

CARLHON AND his wife have 
taken little Interest In the aoelal 
side of Waahlncton. "As a mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, we always got invi- 
tations to attend the embassy af- 
falra and c»ematonallr we CO. But 
URually we pass them up." 

The senator does not miss the 
weekly senators' prayer break- 
fast. "From 10 to SS aenators 
attend the breakfast." he said. 
"The senators talk about every- 
thing at these breakfasts. And 
when a senator goes to the floor 
with a bill, you feel closer to 
him, there isn't as much partisan 
feeling there." 

Carlson Is perhaps anxious to 
yield the pressures that Is Waah- 
tngton. "I've got preUBore. And 
there are two types — adminis- 
tration and then the oorporaCtom 
and orgattlsatlona. 

He mentioned Sargent Shrlv- 
er's efforts to persuade his vote 
for the Peace Corps. "I argued 
with him. told blm that bta ap- 
proarh was wrong. Young pfoplw 
would want to stay longer llian 
two year<).

"When it comes down to the 
final vote, I must answer to my- 
self.

Marijucma Drug Harmful' 
In Massachusetts Ruling 



Marljaana is a "harmful and 
dangerous drug," a Massachu- 
setts state Judge ruled last 
month In tbe most extensive in- 
qnlry la U.8. legal history Into 
tbe etfoeta of marijuana use. 

Superior Court Judge Joseph 
Tauro gave the decision after 
conducting a 12-day hMring on 
the nature of marijuana. 

The decision, which some ob- 
servers believe may be appealed, 
may have an Inpaot oa tho K- 
State campus. 

The Drugs and Society con- 
ference, March 4 to 15, will pro- 
vide students with opportunities 
to make Individual dedsloBs on 
druK isHUCH. .loel Fort, a drug 
expert from the UniverHity of 
California at Berkeley who ad- 
vocates legalization of mari- 
juana, will be on campus March

OTHKH imt'U experts. Includ- 
ing Allan Cohen, who has studied 

Lf^I) extensively, wjll also speak. 

Attorney Joseph'oterl, who re- 
quested the hearing before the 
trial of {.wo young men on pos- 
session charges, presented testl- 
nuniy from 10 experta on ni«dl- 
cal, moral and legal arguments 
against restriction of tho 4nig.

**WH1L<K marijuana is not 
physically addictive In the sense 
that heroin is. It can cause psy- 
chologiral dependence," Tauro 
wrote In a Sl-page opinion. 

"While under the influence of 
marijuana, a person's mental 
procesties are disoriented; bis 
perception of time and space is 
distorted: his coordination is Im- 
paired, but his Ktrength remains 
untliminished Marijuana tends 
to cause tbe user to lose per- 
spective and to focus his atten- 
tion on one object to the exclu- 
sion of all others," Tauro stated. 

BsnponiK} tho vlov of aoaM 



that marijuana smoking Is no 
more harmful than tbe consump- 
tion of whiskey or tobacco, Tauro 
wrote, "as far as I can ascertain, 
its only parpoM la tho ladaetiaa 
of a state of iatodeatloa or aa- 
pborla." 

Alcohol, however, is a relax- 
ant as well as aa intoxicant, 
Taoro stated. "The majority of 
alcohol users are well adjusted, 
productively employed individn- 
ala who use aleohol for roluir 
tion and a» aa laddoat of etiMr 

social activities." 

In Tauro's opinion, "the or- 
dinary user of marijuana is quite 
likely to be a marginally adjuated 
person who turns to tho drag to 
avoid problooia."

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New Approach 

The federal government has finally learned 
what many parents bare known for a long time 
' — ^problam drinking can be prevented by promot- 
ing drinking in a family setting. 

This finding is included in a $1 million study 
made by a 21-member Cooperative Commission 
in the study of alchoHsm and financed by the 
National Institute of Mental Health. 

The report also recommends tliat the legal 
age for buying and drinking alcoholic beverages 
he lowered to 18 throughout the country; that 
liquor ads be permitted to show the whole fam- 
ily. Including children, consuming alcohol in a 
tfemily setting; th^^ aloolioltc beverages be made 
available to young persons at church gatherings 
sponsored by adults; and that youth be per- 
mitted easier access Of alcohol in carefully con- 
trolled settings. 

GIVING THE 8TUDV credibility is the fact 
that it was Midorsed by the National Council of 
Churches* who realise the power of alcohol in 
America. , 

Drinking alcoholic beverages has become an 
Integral pari of American culture. The cocktail- 
hour, the dinner wine and the nightcap all have 
become part of the American scenes 

So has the problem drinker and the atoohollc. 

More than 70 per cent of all Americans drink 
and 40 per cent do so regularly. One-third of 
all arrests In the United States are for public 
drunkenness. Almost half of the drivers In- 
volved In fatal accidents have had *'very high" 
fsoncentratlons of aloohpl in their systems. 

THE STATISTICS bear out the point that 
there needs to be a change In the policy towards 
alcohol and its problems. The findings of the 
study may be a beginning point toward solving 
this problem. At least, as the Rev. Thomas 
Price of the Methodist Board of Chris^an So- 
cial Concern in Washington, p.C. points out. 
"In spite of any reservations, It's the most 
valuable resource currently available for an 
overview of the problem and should be we!^ 
oomed, read, discussed, debated and acted upon 
by every church in Amerltja." 

Practical application of the guidelines set 
down In the study Is the only problem now to be 
faced. This is where any value will have to 
come from. The overview Is fine but getting 
someone to act on It may be a Jlttle more di(- 
ttoult It will probably be a long range program 
at the least. 

TV* PIC A 1 of the local reaction to the study 
was the comment made by one minister. *'In 
theory the study is quite good hut It will be dtf- 
fletilt to put into action. I think maybe the 
parants are the ohes to do something about it** 
, Another echoed these words with the thaory 
that the local church wouldn't take any steps In 
the change. His belief was that the change has 
to come from the individual rather than any in- 
stitution. 

If, as advocated here, the problem is passed 
on to the next person then no good can ooma 
out of the study. But if ohurohes, legislatures 
and those groups concerned with the problem 
of increasing alcoholism problems should con- 
sider this report and take realistic action, then 
something Tory worthwhile could rsaolt.— jlm

"It could easily be mistakeii for 
a bad cold or a mlniw tule of 
the tin," Jttbelt said. 

Ju belt's figures show that be- 
tween July 1966 and June 198C. 
fit eases of mononneleoBla wore 
diagnosed at Student Health. 
This year. In September and No- 
vember alone, S8 cases were 
listed. 

AS THG case or eases of the 

disease are not known, Jttbelt 
can point to no significant rea- 
son tor an increase In the oc- 
earreaoe. "WMlo the flfwoo 
really sp^k for themselvcH, I 
can see no specific cause tor 
alarm," Jubelt said. "It Just 
seems to be more prevaleat this 
year tor some reason." 

Little is known about the 
cases of mononi|cleoali, and the 
synptoms are eharaetertstle Irat 
not "diagnostic," according to 
"Therapt>utic Notes," a medical 
Journal dlstrtbiitod pwlodteally 
to physicians. 

"NOTKH" STATED that "In- 
fectious mononucleosis Is an 
acute in factious disease of un- 
known etiology which can affect 
virtually every organ and tissue 
In the body. Although the oonno

Mono nsuaUy lasts from two 
to foar weeks, aad reearraaee Is 

extremely rare. It Is noted that 
while the disease primarily af- 
fects persons between the ages 
ot 1& and 30, it has been re- 
ported In Indlvldnala as young as 
7 months old as old as S6 years.

BOTH CITIES are within 10 
miles of Cambodian territory 
whore the Viet Cong are known 
to have sanctuaries.

<:aptur:Qg the U.S. base, bnt the 
Viet Cong force overran wide 
saetions of the city, killing at 
least 13 persons and wounding

vilian aad woauded 18. Uio U.S. 
command reported. 

Headquarters said defenders 
killed at least 19 Viet Cong and 
captured Ave la the series of 
ba ttloo. 

THE A/TTACKH were the sec- 
ond determined Commaatat as- 
saulta in the Saigon area la the 
past three days. 

Two battalions of Viet Cong 
beefed up with North Vietna-

Open Housing Ordinance 
Receives Strong Support 



An open housing ordi- 
nance appears to be only a 
matter of time tor tbe dty 
of ICanliattan. 

Tbe evidence for this was 
overwhelming public sup- 
port of City Commission's 
proposed open housing i>rdi- 
nance during an open fonim 
discueston Tueiday in tbe 
Municipal Auditorium. 

WITH MORE than 100 
persons in attendance. 
Mayor John Stites and 
membere of City Ooiiimia- 

slon heard representatives of five 
religious and several secular or- 
gaalwtiona voice approval of 
the proposed plan for fair and 
noD-dl«crlmlBatory housing for 



The proponed ordinance, which 
most likely will be passed into 
law by City Commission when It 
takes final action on tbe mwsure 
Jan. 1«, was preaanlad aa a work- 
ing paper for peMle oommeiit 
and criticism. 

The ordtaanoo was oppoaod 
publicly by only one person. 

THK BILL conalsU of four 
pages defining and prohibiting 
all discriminatory practices In 
tranaactlons of real estate. It 
also explains the r(I ministration 
and enforcement of the ordi- 
nance. 

One point of the bill ques- 
tioned durteg discussion wss the 
prooMs \sf whiob the ^ 



torney determlties tbe validity of 
aliegded discrimination when a 
complaint Is filed with him. 

City Atty. Charles Green satd 
that alternatives to the situ- 
ation weru consultation by the 
Human Relations Board or for- 
mation ot an independent group 
to consult with those In dispute. 

THK ORDIN.XNCK defines the 
pra^ices which it considers to 
be discriminatory. It states that 
It shall be Illegal to refuse tu 
sell, rent, or lease property to 
another because of that person's 
race, color, creed or |Mtional 
origin. 

'the OMOSure also tags as Il- 
legal pladag "unusual or extra- 
ordinarily onorous terms or con- 
ditions upon another desiring to 
rent, sell or buy because of hla 
race, color, creod er aatloaal 
origin of birth." 

The ordinance plaoaa rtridest 
regulations upon real estate 
agents, restricting them from 
the above praetleaa with aore 
details added. 

MRH. IRL YRO, City Com- 
missioner, said that although the 
Implications of the mstristiem 
are detailed, many smaller points 
of the bill are currently followed 
by citizens without tbem know- 
ing it. "Some points are very 
general and have been In effect 
for some time in Manhattan." 
she explained. 

Another point of the ordinance 
questioned was tha lack of a 
minimum fine imposed on those 
found guilty of discriminatory 
practices. Tbe bill presently 
states that "any person con- 
vletad of a vl^atloo of Vkim ordl^ 



nance shall be punished by a 
fine of not mure than |300 or 
9tt days eontinement la th« elty 
Jail, or both. . . 

Mill Worley, StJA president, 
said that tbe bill, once pasted, 
would have impllMttona for K- 
State students. 

"This will tend tu make the 
city and University more open. 
It will also affect the housing of 
International students," he seld.

BtTT k HALF-HOVB visit to Stu- 
doni Basltb pradueed an ununial 
result — Lisa was given a prescrip- 
tion for a six-montb mpply of blrtb 
control pills. 

When Usa visited Student 
Health* she doubted tbe doctor 
wouM inrescrlbe pills for an un- 
married coed. She did not He, how- 
ever, about being married or en- 
gaged. 

The pbysician did not decide as 
quldlly as Usa bad expected. He 
seemied sMnewbat sboelrad tbat sbe 
Jl^anted pills bnt be did not tell ber 
be would not prescribe them. 

SUE TOLD HIM sbe was nearly 



20. Her parents would be upset if 
tbey found out about ber relation- 
ship with John, but. tbey would be 
even more upset If siie boeame preg- 
nant. 

When the doctor asked if John 
would marry ber, Lisa told him yes.

But it does indicate 
that some K-State physicians are 
concerned enough about c^eds* 
problems to prescribe birth control 
pills as a personal responsibility. 
In Lisa's case, she was surprised 
again when the physician called her 
apartment and warned ber not to 
have intercourse until 10 days after 
taking the pUla. 

Lisa's search for a source of birth 
control pills would not have been 
expected or accepted as easily in 
the University two or three years 
ago. 

That Ml unmarried coed would 
consider using blrtb control would 

have caused moral consternation 
in most circles, and I^isa would have 
been called a coed with loose 
morals. 

Apparently few coeds today doubt 
the morality of using blrtb control 
pills in a sexual relationship, be- 
cause campus ministers at K-State 
report little counseiing or ques- 



tions from unmarried coeds. 

THB PILL, one minister ex- 
plained, "somehow has not reached 
the sensitive situation where It Is 
morally wrong" and many coeds 
who have decided to have pre- 
marital sexual relationships do not 
consider seeking a religious con- 
firmation or dental of Ihoir da- 
cislons. 

It Is to those coeds a matter of 
personal ethics whether or not to 
have sexual relations and whether 
or not to lue tbe plU — not a moral 
issue with two choices: protecting 
virginity or committing adultery. 

And in the complexity of per- 
sonal ethics, a choice must be made 
between preventing conception or 
permitting conception with the pos- 
sibility of an unvsntod prsgnaner 
or abortion. 

ONE rAHFl'H minister said he 
had recommended tbat an un- 
married coed use the pUl because 
he did not believe **an unwanted 
child'* should be born if she %mmm 
pregnant.

Health for pillB like Lisa, but her 
ea8el8iiot tn»l»l* lianrsre turned 
down in tlieir requests, depending 
prtmarily on the physician's per- 
sonal policy on prescribting pills. 

8TAFF PHYSICIANS are free to 
make the decision to prescribe 
based on personal beliefs, Br. Hll- 
bert Jubelt. Student Health direc- 
tor, said. No written University 
policy on prescription exists. 

Jubelt added, however, that the 
staff^haa diieiutied the qneatloa at 
moitlngB and moat are reluctant to 
prescribe to unmarried coeds. One 
physician will not prescribe the 
&^ill on the basis of medical reasons 
which he believes make It unsafe. 

**rm oTtbe oplnimi tbat It a per- 
son li to Involvod tliftt sbe bas al- 
ready decided to bave interponrw. 
she ought to have some iaSitOfiBtir 
tlon," Jubelt explained. 

BUT IF THE coed were worried 
that intercourse might happen on 
a date and she wanted to be pre- 
pared, Jubelt said he would ques- 
tion "whether I want to become a 
party to this" when she could ob- 
tain other contraceptives at a drug 
store. 

In deciding to prescribe Ibe piU 
to an unmanied coed, Jnbelt said 
he would consider three factors: 
. age, prevloiia>^]uiarrtace 6t parental 
m consent. • 

"I would ask how old is this per- 
son, has she mature Judgmentr* he 
said. **If she wanU pilUi because 
she's going to lose her man, then 
I would say she's already lost him. 
That's a pretty poor excuse." 

IF THE (^OED were a divorcee 
in her late twentlea and hl^ de- 
cided Interconrse were part of a 
mature relationship with a man, 
Jubelt said he might prescribe "al- 
though it would still be in conflict" 
with personal ethics. 

Another instance where be might 
prescribe, Jubelt pointed out. was 
If the coed's parents asked for a 
prescription to protect her from 
having another child out-of-wed- 
lock or if there were other extenu- 
ating drcumatances. But parental 
consent would be the n oeeestr y fio- 
tor, he added. 

Jubelt said that a few coeds had 
^'obtained parental consent to re- 
ceive pills at Student Health, al- 
though the situation la rare. 

HOST 1I0CT0B8 at Student 
Health don't "heslUte to prescribe" 
to coeds who claim they are getting 
married in a month or two, Jubelt 
said. Coeds usually are given a 
mcmth's i»«ncrlptlon and are told 
to return for a pr»»marital exami- 
nation. 

Pills, however, also are used to 
treat menstrual disorders. 

Physicians at Student Health 
often suspect some coeds who com- 
1 plain of menstrual disorders are 
seeking a prescription for pills for 
other reasons but they are unable 
to challenge the complaints. Coeds 
^wlth menstrual disorders are not 
Wezainined bat nsaally are aAed for 
a medical history, which allows 
some to faljiiSr eoHiplaintB^ Jubelt 
sTnlalnrt 



"The doctor assumes they are 
very likely seeking help for a prob- 
lem and this warrants some amount 
of treatment,'* he added. 

STUDENT HEALTH has dis- 
pensed birth control pills for three 
or four years, Jubelt said, and in 
the last two years has increased 
the amount of Information pre- 
sented to campus groape. 

A slightly different policy exists 
for Jubelt as part-time director of 
the Riley County health depart- 
ment. 

nrHEll KANSAS Uw, the hei^ 
department **upon request of any 
person who Is over 18 years of age 

and who is married or who has 
been referred to said center by a 
licensed physician and who resides 
In this state" may "furnish and dl»- 
sominato** birth control intofta*o 
tlon and contraceptive devices. 

Jubelt said the law, known as the 
Hodge Act of 1965, also provides 
for the establishment of family 
planning centers by the county. 
He and the other Riley Ckniaty 
health department members dis- 
cussed starting such a center but 
decided not to because of the lack 
of funds and lack of need in the 
county. 

JUBEIiT, WHO Is the only phy- 
sician on the county health depart- 
ment staff, said a few married 
women have requested information 
but no unmarried coeds have asked. 

According to provlslonB of the 
Hodge Act, Jubelt said he doubted 
any coed over 18 could obtain a 
prescription from the department 
here without a statement from her 
physician. In other counties, how- 
ever, the law might be Interpreted 
differently, he added. 

A SOURCE, of pills available to 
coeds, although rarely known In 
Manhattan because of the lack of 
publicity, is the Planned Parent- 
hood clinic in Lawrence. 

The eUnic provides birth control 
Information and the staff of volun- 
teer doctors will prescribe pills on 
an individual basis of personal 
ethics. 

''Our doctors tend to be leery of 
writing prescriptions tmr anyone," 
John Simmons, the clinic's pro- 
gram coordinator, explained. "But 
the marital factor Is not the de- 
cisive one." 

SUfAOHS TEBMBII state laws 
such as the Hodge Act authorizing 
the dissemination of birth control 
information and devices "the most 
progressive In the nation" although 
a private physician still is legally 
responsible If the unmanrled ooed 
la under 21 and does not have 
parental consent. 

He said that whenever an un- 
married coed wants to get a pre- 
scription from the clinic, an ap- 
pointmmit is scheduled lor a 
mtdlcal check-up. Pup momr and 
medical history. 

"We are concerned that they get 
help and we see about three new 
patients a week," he said. 'The 
county health officer now sees 
about 40 new patients a month ami 
he used to see only 16 uriben we 
started pubiicizing." 

Coeds cannot obtain birth con- 
trol puis at Watklns Hospital, KU's 
student fcealth center, in most 
cases, be explained, and they turn 
to the clinic for help. 

If a clinic doctor decides to pre- 
fwribe pills or some other device 



for a ooed, he may suggest that a 
combination of devices be used, 
^mraima said. 

MOST COnOMLT used are the 
condom, dlaphram and vaginal 
foams. None are as effective as the 
pill in preventing pregnancy but 
they can be obtained at a drug 
store. 

''The pni is not portable and not 
viewable and this creates prob- 
lems," Simmons said. "Most pre- 
marital intercourse is on a tempor- 
ary basis and the pill la not.** 

'i^nanons said thare is more 
"validity when both parties take 
responsibility" by using some form 
of birth control and he suggests a 
combination of methods to some 



TO HADrTAIN responsibility on 

^e part of both parties, birth con- 
trol devices should be available 
anytime a couple decides to have 
relations, even on casual dates, he 
added. 

"If you're involved in an on- 
going relationship, the pill may be 
best. But other contraceptives may 
be more effective in meet relation- 
ships," he said. 

Not all physicians would agree 
with Simmons that birth oontrol 
devices should be available, even on 
a casual date. And many persons 
in the medical field are questioning 
their roles in sex education and 
providing contraceptive devices to 
unmvrted coeds. 

A MANHATTAN physician, who 
maintains an office with two other 
obstretricians and gynecologists, 
pointed out that medical Journals 
often contain long, opinatlva urtl- 
cles about the role of the physloian 
with much debate. 

One journal. Current Medical Di- 
gest, included in a recent issue a 
series of articles about sex educa- 
tion by clinical psychologiats and 
pbysidans. 

AN ARTICLE by Dr. John 
Cavanagh, a practicing psychiatrist 
In Washington, D.C., cited statistics 
from two studies on sexual activity 
on American campuses. 

One study, "Are Virgins Out of 
Date?" by Paul Popenoe states that 
mental Illness may result from 
sexual experimentation: "A real 
neurosis may be the result of these 
experiments, whtoh may make suc- 
cessful adult adjustment to sex- 
uality Impossible without long psy- 
chological re-education." 

The local physician, who will pre- 
scribe but sees very few unmarried 
coeds for bbrtt control pills, a^eed. 
"Forty p«r osat of the women I see 
do not have satisfactory sex re- 
lationships. We are missing the 
boat somewhere." he said. 

"Pre-marital relationships are 
not the answer, however," he 
pointed out "The answer is not to 
go out and practice. People who 
have done a lot of practicing 
seldom achieve any degree of satis- 
faction or compatibility." 

ANOTHBB ASFBCT of the "sex- 
ual revolution," as the change In 
attitudes and actions has been 
termed, is that tlie piil has forced 
a new "sexual responsibility" on 
coeds. 

Coeds In the paM oouM use fear 
of mwgnaney as a reason for not 
having sexual relations but the pill 
virtually has eliminated thiit possi- 
bility. 

The sequential pill, whldi con- 



sists of two different kinds of hor- 
mones, is 9S per cent effective and 
the coBAInatteB pill, in which Oie 
two httmones are mixed. Is 100 
per cent effective when taken a&r 
cording to directions. 

With the fear of pregnancy re- 
moved and the validity of religious ^ 
beliefs as reason enough for not 
having relations bebig qMbloned. 
some coeds must examine their per- 
sonal ethics for reasons to have or 
abstain from sexual relations. 

AND C0ED8 WHO are consider- 
ing pre-marital relations say they 
must look b«ymid the rules of a 
religion or soelety and look at their 
own motivations. And If they de- 
cide that sexual Intimacy is right 
and healthy In a certain Instance, 
then the rules may not matter. 

Tbft Manlattiu phytlolan dla- 
agreed: "It's always been a per- 
sonal decision. But sometimes It's 
good to have something to fall back 
on, like religion, instead of making 
your own decisions. Your gan«r- 
atlou is making it too hard to ds^ 
cide. And I think your generation 
has more freedom than they real- . 
Ixe." 

Jubelt pointed out that there Is a 
"sexual revolution— your gener- 
ation has completely different al- 
titudes than my generation has 
about this. Although I find It dif- 
ficult to accept point-blank, per- 
haps that's the problem." 

"YOUR GKNERATION is willing 
to be frank about this^why keep 
yourself pure for the one you manyt 
why not have sex before marriagji|'* 
he added. 'These ure qasttop%ii 
didn't ask." 

Although talk about the "sexual 
levolntton" has made pre-nmrital 
relations seem ramijant among col- 
lege youth, the local physician said 
he didn't think "there was anymore 
immorality now than ever percent- 
agewise." Youth are still as "naive 
and uninformed of sex" as th«y ap- 
peared to b« 10 or 20 yearn tga 

SEX EDUCATION — formal 
teaching of human anatomy and re- 
production— and the "never, never" 
religious attitudes do not put sex in 
the right perspective, he said, and 
experimental contacts, sporadio aK 
though inUmate, do not build a ma- 
ture sex lite. 

But to the coed like Lisa whose 
future attitudes on sexual relations 
seem to hinge around the decision 
tio have sexual relations for the ttaB 
timp, dinloal statistics, wantlBga 
from physicians and thfr doctrines 
of religion may seem unimportant. 

What may seem important to 
Lisa is following personal ethics, 
being able to live with her oon- 
■eienee and accepting sex as part of 
a mature relationship between a 
man and a woman, regfurdless of 
marital status. 

AMI BECAUSE SHE and John 
have developed a mature relaUOB- 
afalp In which sex Is only part of the 
love they share, the decision to 
obtain the pill was ethical to Lisa. 

That Lisa's search for a source of 
pills was not met with more moral 
consternation and resistance frmn 
a physldan Is surprlslaig bat re- 
lieving to Lisa and coeds like her^ 
surprise that others would under- 
stand her personal ethics and relief 
that an unwanted pregnancy or 
abortion Is no longer a threat to 
withMliK^

Earth Sciences Are Chelikowsky's Life 



Joaeph Chelikowriqr, proteaaor 
SMd head of tiie department of 
geology and geography, squinted 
hts eyes and concentrated on the 
problem. 

"So little geology is bein§ 
taught in high echool%'' Ch6U- 
kow^eald. '"Six yeara ago there 
were no teachers in Kansas listed 
M earth science teachers. Today 
there are 150, but this Is not 
nearly enough." 

HIS opened and reflected 

hla enthuBlaam aa he deacribed 
plana for tmproYlng thla lack of 
teaching geology in pre-college 
courses. "We will have the ninth 
Earth Science Institute for sec- 
ondary education teachers at K- 
State thia amiuner. At past tnatl- 
tutea we have had every atate ex- 
cept Alaska and Hawaii repre- 
sented," he said proudly. 

"At this institute we try to set 
up a course curriculum for earth 
science studies, which are usually 
taught in ninth grade." 

The lack of aeoondary geology 
comaea ta the reason for the small 
number of students at K-State 
majoring in geology, Chelikowsky 
speculated. He said approxi- 
mately aeven new majora ai« 
added to the department rolls 
each year. 

"OF THE 600 or 700 students 
annually enrolled in general 
geology to complete physical sci- 
ence requirements, only one of 75 
to 100 decide to major tn the 
field." he said. 

"I gain tremendous satisfaction 
from teaching the introductory 
course, for two main reaaona. 
Firat. the entire range of anbject 
matter in geology is presented 
and so I have to keep up with all 
phases of the field. 

"Second, I am generally teach- 
ing students who have Just started 
ooUeff^ There la a lot a atake. 
If I do a good Job. they may 8t»y 
in school and Just bubble over 
with enthusiasm to learn, while 
if I do a poor Job they may drop 



out before the aemeatef la over," 
he aald. 

ACCOBDING to one of Cheli- 
kowsky's general geol<^ irtu- 
dents, he does do a good job of 
teaching and transfers his inter- 
est in geology and education to 
hla clainea. "It'a tantaatic to 
w^ch him aometimea," she aald. 
"He becomes so involved in the 
subject matter he's explaining." 

In addition to his general ge- 
ology classes, Chelikowsky also 
teachea atructurat geology and 
regional geology. He believes 
most introductory courses should 
be taught by the major profeaaora 
in the department. 

"We limit our graduate aaatat- 
anta to teaching general geology 
laba. They are attll in the learn- 
ing process," he said. Many of 
our grad students are doing re- 
search, as are most grad students. 

"One group is studying the sedi- 
mentation of Tuttle Greek Reaer- 
voliN— trying to find out what 
kinds of sediments are filling in 
the lake and to what depths. This 
is a very interesting research 
subject." 

CHELIKOWSKY is in his thir- 
tieth year aa a member of the de- 
partment of geology and geo- 
gn^plqr. When he came to K-State 
there were only three faculty 
members in the field and they 
used three classrooms in the base- 
ment of Fatrchild haU. 

Now there are 11 faculty mem- 
bers in geology and six in ge- 
ography. William Siddal now Is 
the chairman of the geography di- 
vision. The department occupiea 
Thompson hall. 

Chellkowaky, a native of upper 
New York SUte, obtained his 
bachelor's, master's and doctorate 
' degrees from Cornell University. 

AFTER TEACHIKti at Cornell 
and Caae School of Technologir In 
aevelaad, Olil<i, he Joined the K- 
State faculty. 

"My speciality is structural and 
economic geology which mainly 
concerns the tectonic framework 



of the earth," he aatd. "Theae 
atudiei are eapectally important to, 
the oil induatry. And since 80 
per cent of our geology graduates 
work for oil companies, it is also 
important to them." 

To clarify the Job of a geologiat 
in the oil induatry, he added, "A 
geologiat doean't look for oil. but 
looks instead for structures under 
the earth's surface which might 
contain oil deposits. He does this 
through seismic and magnetic 
meana." 

Chelikowaky haa had peraonal 
experience in aearching for auh- 



aurCaoe formattona whleh ooiild 
contain oil dapoalta. He worked 

as a member of a selsmologtcal 
crew during several summers and 
has done research work in the 
Sierra Nevadaa on voloanlea. 

"I alao Bpent aome time explor- 
ing the Canadian Shield for gold 
ore deposits," he added. 

Chelikowsky's interests In sci- 
ence and academics have been 
shared by bis two sons, one of 
whom la a graduate in eleelrleAl 
engineering from K-State and the 
other who la a lophomore in 
phyaica here.

Pressure Unfair 

A K'State student this week had less than 
a 60 pet cent test grade average in a course. He 
aalMd the proftwor for a **wttlidimw«l whUe 
passing" grade, wbleh waa of eouree dented tin- 
der the circumstance. 

With any other atudent, the caM would have 

been dropped. 

But this student was under an athletic scbol- 
arship. ^ 

The same day, the profeaaor received a call 
from an athletic coach reaueatiiig an teeon^lete 
grade be granted the student in order that he 
could remain eligible for the spring aemeMer. 

THE FKOFEHS<»K, somewhat angered, 
denied the request and explained that an Incom- 
plete grade meant the student could finish the 
ootirae with a passing grade. 

The Incident la factual. But It should never 
have happened. 

This Unlvertity— If It is reaUjr a university 
— ^Is not a place where pressure can be applied 
by any member of the athletic department for 
the grade of any student. While the pressure 
eventually may help win some future athletic 
contest, the price paid dilutes the tehotastic pool 
of the entire University. 

ATHLETIC COACHES, also, should not de- 
cide what courses, what professors and wbnt 
clasR times their [ilayers should have if the sug- 
gestion does not coincide with the student's ad- 
visor. 

In fairness, it should be made dear that some 
professors report that pressure from the foot- 
ball area of the athletic department has been re- 
duced since the new football program a year ago. 
Football was not the area involved in the ex- 
anii)Ie above. 

Most persons believe that athletics are an im- 
portant part of a university, but the athletic 
tailt although Important, does not wag the vastly 
more important aoademie dog.— Irtn bnienberg. 

Nothing to Lose 

What has happened to President Johnson's 
statement that the United States would be will- 
ing to go more than halfway to gala an honor- 
able peace in Vietnam? 

The offer has become so buried in conditions 
that Hanoi would have to come nine-tenths of 
the way before the ItS. moved to the peace table. 

IK HAMOim latest offer to negotiate there 

were no assurances that peace talks would begin 
immediately after bombing stoi>ped or that talks 
w'ould be productive — conditions set by Johnson 
last Sept 80. 

But the offer should not be ignored. 

Granted, the peace feeler does "leave a great 
many quetUons open," as Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk has said, and it may be Just a propa- 
ganda play. There also are risks involved in go- 
ing to the peace table. The halt in bombing 
could be used by the North Vietnamese for 
Strengthening their forces. 

HVT THKBB are even gravar rlidQi Invidved 
Ih ignoring this opfortuatty to meet with North 
Vietnamese officlsls. Failure to act IvUl un- 
doubtedly prolong a war that is becoming In- 
creasingly unpopular, not only with our friends 
around the globe but also with the American 
people. 

What does the U£. have to lose by looking 
into Hanoi's offerf National prestlfle on this 
particular issue cannot sink mudi lower. A 
genuine attempt to go to the peace table, even 
if talks turn out to Ub unproductive, can only 
help, not hurt. 

If thera ever Is to be peace In Vietnam, the 
UJ3i -mm go at least half-way as Johnson has 
promts^. We cannot expect the other side to 
meet all our conditions without meetiiig 
of theirs. — ^lee whltegon.

The third way would ot course be the ideal one. 
Wages are rising now between three and five per cent. 
But average man-hour pradnetirlty Is rising at less than 
three per cent. Tbe difference Is Inflation, it is the pre- 
elM eqalvalent of the medieval practice of clipping gold 
and silver coins. The coin is worth Just that much lesB 
each time it is clipped. The United Statea is clipping 
Its coins right now (In effect) at the rate of three per 
cent.

K-State's Grain Science and 
Industry department will seek 
the approval of the 19 (8 Kan- 
sas Legislature for two ezpan- 
rtOB projects totaling $325,000.

The aatpenditure required (or 
the project will come from a 
fund entabllabod and malnuined 
by the milling Industry, he said. 

The secondary project, the 
addition of a third floor to the 
Milling Industries building, 
would eoat approximately 110©.- 
OQV. Funds for this project 
would bave tu come from the 
Legislature.

Fiedler, anthor of "Life and 
Death in tht' Aniertcan Novel," 
said that Allen Ginsberg, widely 
aeelalllied poet, tB an Irisb- 
Amerlcan imitation ot James 
Joyce. 

OINHHKIUj, HR HAI1», reflects 
rthe ptlgtit of the Indian in his 
poem "America,*' as quoted the 
ver»e, "Him bin bureau era cy 
running our filling station. Him 
no ftobd." 

The Western, he said, Is a 
unique American institution, 
which Influences moat other 
works. 

- "Hemin(;way'.s peasants and 
bullfighters are artually upper- 
Montana and Michigan Indians. 

THK IKJXKLHT €»m^RK» 
because the Indian didn't fit into 
the European mythological tra- 
dition, Fiedler said, 

"The Buropeans decided that 
the Negroes were the descend- 
ants of the bihlical Ham, but 
the Indian iust didn't fit la." 

He explained how groiipa 
such iis till' Mortuons believed 
the Indians to l)f one of the lost 
tribes uf Israel, while others 
even debated on the humanity 
' of the race. The Indian waa 
utterly alien to them, he said. 

THK XKVV WKMTKKX Is ex- 
emplified by Barth'B Mot-Wt^ 
Fact(»r, and the novels of Ken 
Kesey, he said, 

"In Kesey 't ifne VIrw Owr 
tlu- Cockoo'K \i'Ht, there is once 
a Rain a living contemporary 
West, the only place not yet con- 
quered by the pale-face. This la 
the insane asylum." 

"Since we have conquered all 
of the lands that could be called 
the American West, a new West 
has come to light — the one In- 
side our own skulls," he said. 

ACCOROIVG T<) Fiedler, the 
new West Is the state of mind 
into which the schisophrenics 
and psych otics have moved. 

"But we can reach this state 
temporarily by drugs, by taking 
a trip." he expounded. "Or we 
can attempt to open a dialogue 
with those who have moved over 
the border. This new wilderness 
ts Jatt as threatentttg now as tbe 
was years ago."

In bis budget Docking also In- 
cluded for the K-State extension 
services |1S,000 plus support- 
ing expenses for a mtm position 
of Extension Bpeetellal In Wllil- 
life Damage.

Those suggestions are good but th^ are not 
enough. The mm who will he affected most hy 
the change stu dents — also should be eonsnltad. 

Students are the ones who know If a depart- 
ment sequence or prerequisite is limiting their 
chances for a well-balanced liberal arts educa- 
tion or if a course is not really essentjial to their 
store of basic knowledge. 

And students are more likely to look at a 
core curriculum program objectively because 
they're not worried if a certain department's 
course is cut from the required list or If new 
courses are needed to replace outdated ones. 

Perhaps the easiest way for Arts and Sciences 
faculty to obtain student opinion Is to ask stu- 
dents In their classes. Another alternative would 
be to have individual departments poll their stu- 
dents. 

With both faculty and student knowledge 
combined, the Arts and Sciences curriculum pro- 
po9al could be strengthened Into a program of 
valuable oontent.— 4li Conner. 

Budget Funds Imperative 

In 1904, Kansas was ranked an incredible 
fourth in the nation in per capita appropriations 

for higher education. Today, Just four years 
later. Kansas has slipped to twenty-first. 

The Kansas Board of Regents explained this 
severe drop In ranking in a pamphlet published 
for the first Ume thla year in which the fiscal 
year 1969 appropriations were listed. "The 
Board of Regents has been modest in their re- 
quests for state appropriations — ^perhaps too 
modest." 

In Kansas, 60 per cent of all high school 
graduates go on to college and <tS per cent of 
these attend state instltutioim. The state must 
realize this situation and incraaaa state funding 
of higher education. 

* THE STATE also is experiencing the pains 
Of critical competition for faculty. The national 
average increase during the past two years for 
appropriations for higher education was 44 per 
cent. Kansas institutions lagpsd behind at 21.fi 
per cent. 

Appropriation requests by the regents for its 
10 mi4or Institutions are minimal. 

If appropriation euta made by the first ses- 
sion of the lesiBl«tiire are not redeemed, the 
state faces severe setbacks In the tuiality of Its 
education. 

IF KANSA!!i is to maintain any leadership in 
^e educational Held, citisens must reassess their 
level of support The state can and must do more 
for the Institution and the student, who now Is 
paying 27 per cent of his education program in 
fees. 

National ranking may not be Important to 
some legislators or citisens. It is, however, an 
indication that Kansas la mabitalnittg a status 
quo lev«l of support while other statea advance 
their programs through more state funds. 

The Board of Regents recognizes this prob- 
lem and is requesting $131 million for the fiscal 
year 1M8 to help alleviate it It is hoped the 
Oovemor, the lislstatore and KAnaaa dtlimis 
wlU support ^e recants* requests to save

Heart Patient Critical' 
Gall Bladder Removed 



VAUO AMO, Calif. (UPI) — 
Doctors were confident today 
they had stopped liver deteriora- 
tion in heart transplant patient 
Mike Kasperak by the removal 
of hla gall bladder. 

His condition remained criti- 
cal. 

The gall bladder and the duct 
which carries bile from the liver 
had become dogged with blood 
and other matter from earlier 
internal bleeding. 

The removal of the gall blad- 
der Sunday and the insertion of 
a cross-like tube in the common 
bile duct to facilitate drainage 
was necessary to correct this 
problem, doctors said. 

DR. ROY COHN, one of the 
physicians Involved in the surg- 
ery, said the gall bladder trouble 
can occur in any post-operative 



'If yon brMk your leg and lie 



in bed, you can get acute in- 
flammation of the gall bladder," 
he said. 

Dr. Leroy Peaeh, professor of 
medicine at flUnfoNI, told a news 
conference following the hour- 
long operation: "He has had 
trouble with his liver function 
since the transplant operation. 
The biopsy report indicated cer- 
tain cells of the liver have un- 
dergone necrosis" — a proems 
whereby the liver cells die. 

IIOCTORS H.wn it now ap- 
pears this process has been 
halted and the problem ean be 
controlled. 

"Whether the patient returns 
to normal depends on the amount 
of destruction to the liver," said 
Pesch. "The amount of cell 
death does not appear to be 
seriously affecting his progress, 
but wa will he watching in close- 
ly in thei next sevaml days "

The Supreme Court 
ruled in Schenck ra. the United 
States that the freedom of speech 
guarantee of the First Amend- 
ment does not protect a person 
from eonttetioB tor **<aeaasilae'* 
others to avada tha draft 

However, there baa been some 
speculation that today's Supreme 
Court would ovartvm this de- 
cision, given the ebanee. 

THB JV8TIOB Department Is 
attempting to avoid a new Su- 
preme Court ruling by staying 
away from the free speech aspect 
in the cases now set for proee- 
cntlon. 

Officials have said the Jus- 
tice Department plans to tiase 
the precautions on actions rather 
tlian worda. For example, gor- 
ernmeat attorneys presumably 
will present evidence of what 
roles the five men have played 
in anti-draft demonstrations. 

Althouprh tbe Administration 
may want to prosecute the adult 
leaders of tha anti-draft move- 
ment first, young yao^a who re- 
fvae to cooperate with tha draft 
will still be turned over to the 
Justice Department for prosecu- 
tion, a galaettva tirvlaa official 
said. 

But tbe official said young 
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people who are prosecuted will 
have a second chance. "If a 
yoaae pavaoe ta toaad gwUty, he 
will ba given the epportnaltr to 

change his mind and enter the 
armed services rather than go 
to prison.

Two K-State students subse- 
quently were convicted of setting 
the blaze that led to the auditori- 
um's desbmctloii. 

The Bam was built In 1904, hut 
It was by no means called by that 
name until many years after. 

fCantSff State Agricultural Col- 
lege needed an auditorium seating 
3,000 persons, and by September, 
1908, oonstnietlon was well under- 
way. 

Before 1904, the Chapel had been 
used for the ooUefS'i larfe gather- 
ings. 

The Auditorium was heralded 
as the finest building on campus. 
The 140,000 structure was dedi- 
cated Dee. 14, 1904. Memheri of 
the faculty, wires, husbanda and 
students attended the exendie, aa 
classes were suspended. 

In 1905, the Music Department 
mov£d in, sharing space with 
classes in ancient history. In 1907, 
toilet rooms were sdded. The 
Oounty High School Oratorical 
Contest was held in the building 
that year. Also In 1907, the Kansas 
Board of Regents granted permis- 
sion for use of the Auditorium for 
mueioal entertainments. 

Aa early as 1919, seating rear- 
rangements had begun in order to 
make room for an increasing en- 
rollment. Two aisles were sacri- 
ficed for one wider one. The ca- 
pacity then was 1.112 on the 
ground floor with an additional 
1.007 in the **gallery~. 

The Board of Regents in 19S8 
ruled against using the Auditorium 
or other College buildings for par- 
tisan political meetings. 

Then, in 1947, when the build-

ing was approaching the half-oen- 

tury mark, the Deans voted to move 
gatherings of less than 400 to a 
place on campus other than the 
Auditorium. 

This was only one of the new 
rules adopted by the Coundl of 
Deans governing the use of the 
Auditorium for campus activities. 

Major Improvement and repairs 
were made In the same year at a 
cost of $2,440. Lighting was im- 
proved to accommodate Han and 
the Culture" lectures and two 
rooms were soundproofed. 

The Interior of the building was 
completely redecorated In August 
1947. Another $2,600 was spent 
later that year raising a floor level 
and refloorlng sections. 
' Next, $3,000 was spent for a new 
public address system. Major elec- 
trical rewirinp; was done in 1950. 



Eight years later an architec- 
tural firm was authorised by the 

state architect to make preliminary 
studies for a proposed replacement. 

In 1962, the Board of Regents ap- 
proved planning funds for a $1.3 
million auditorimn at K-State. it 
was expected that the 1903 legis- 
lature would appropriate funds for 
the proposed 2,600 seat audltorum. 

In 1962, signs pointed toward 
future construction of the new 
building, when the Bducatlonal 
Facilities Laboratory, Inc.. of the 
Ford Foundation, selected it as spe- 
cial and planned to aid in design 
and construction. 

At the beginning of the first se- 
mester in 1964, the planned audi- 
torimn facilities were included In a 
ten-year building proposal pre- 
sented by President James A. Mc- 
Cain to thp Board of Regents. He 



said the $2.S million auditorium 
would be listed second on^ to the 
proposed $4 million hlologleal set- 
ence building. 

The Barn had served K-State for 
a long time, and for the last few 
years had received a great deal of 
criticism concerning its deteriora- 
tion and Inadequate seating fsdli- 
tles. 

On Jan, 8, 1965, a fire was re- 
ported after midnight in a corner 
of the Auditorium basement. It 
caused a lot of smoke huC damaged 
only contents. 

The fire that destroyed the build- 
ing broke out a week later. 

By April the Auditorium that had 
lived 61 years had been rased to 
the ground. A slab of concrete 
covering the old transformer vault 
was the only sign that a budding 
once existed tliere.

Fire Leaves Only Gutted KSU Auditorium Shell 



After moTtng up and down the 
building priority list for the past 
20 years. K-State'a new auditorlinn 
1b under construetton. 
1^ The new auditorium, being buUt 
on nearly the same site where the 
old VnlTerslty Auditorium was de- 
stroyed by tire three years^ ago to- 
day, will feature a multl- to ne t l o a*! 
design. 

The inside of the auditorium will 
feature adjustable walls, conti- 
nental seating and a three-position 
moveable ceiling. 

The auditorium will be acousti- 
cally arranged to allow for adjust- 
ment of reverberation time lor dif- 
ferent presentations. 

When the ceiling is lowered the 
auditorium will function as a thea- 
ter with a seating capacity of 900. 
At the partially raised position the 
celling will provide a muste haU for 
1,800 persons. It will serve as a 
lecture hall when the celling Is 
completely raised. 

Continental seating, a plan pro- 
dding no center aisles and widely 
spaced rows, allows the audience to 
i^t in and out In one third the time 
required with traditional seating. 
It also utilizes the prime center 
space normally used for aisles. 

A rising orchestra pit will pro- 
vide an orchestral stage that may 
be raiaed or lowered pneumatically. 

A gallery will outline the audi- 
torium walls for art exhibits. 

Plans include a Green Room 
which is a large lounge for the use 
of guest speakers to meet with the 
press and for actors waiting to go 
on stage. It will also have a smaU 
kltebmette to provide refreduneats 
for forums after lectures. 

Drama facilities in the building 
^111 include in the back stage area 
Wagons for building sets, screen 
shop, paint forms, costume storage 
and a make-up twhol 

**We will get quality seating, 
eQatpoMBt and stage is^tlca with 



the new auditorium, but it la not 
the complete answer," Norma Bun- 
ton, head of th» speech Itepartment, 
said. 

"The dream of the people In 
drama is for a small theater seat- 
ing between 260 and 400 persons," 
she said. This would be used as an 
experimental stage, classroom and 
idaos to perform as there will be 
a great demand for the main audi- 
torium. 

Drama classes and productions 
are currently being held in Eisen- 
hower haU, Umberger hall. All 
BUth Chapel and the Purple 
BCasque Theatre in East Stadium. 
"Our need for localized classrooms 
is not as great as the music depart- 
ment's presently Is," she added. 

"The new facilities for the audi- 
torium, contrary to general opin- 
ion, will house only one third of 
the music department's actual 
needs," Luther Leavengood, head Of 
the music department, said. 

The music wing of the new struc- 
ture will consist of two administra- 
tive offices, two organ practice 
rooms, acoustical choral and instru- 
mental practice rooms, a music li- 
brary and instrument and uniform 
storage rooms. 

A further program for f^llties 
needed besides those Incorporated 
In the auditorium Is based on a IB- 
year projection of enrollment from 
1965. 

"Since construction is going this 
far we hope to get appropriations 
to complete the music fsclUtles,** 
Leavengood said. 

Presently the music department 
is scattered in the Music annex, the 
Student Christian Center, Nichols 
Gymnasium, East Stadium, Denison 
hall and All Faith Chapel. The 
on^ buildings the music depart- 
ment will vacate are Kedsie haU 
and the ROTC shed.

and don't serve that many more 
students. Next to Iowa State we 

serve the largest percentage of 
music students in the Big Eight,"

The music department can't pro- 
duce due to facilities although the 
department has doubled In slie, 
Leavengood said. ''We have the 
staff and students. I admire th«n 
for sticking around in the present 
facilities. They are first and fore- 
most teachers. 

'*We are getting a reputation for 
qmdity staff, yet we are the only 
four-year music college in the state 



that does not have adequate taelli- 
ties. How can we expect students 

to keep coming when they can look 
East and West for better ooniU- 

tions?" he continued. 

"No one I have talked to, student 
or faculty, Is aware of the fact that 
the new auditorium will not put the 
music department 'under one roof." 
Paul Roby, asalitaiti mmie prolsa- 
sor, said. 

Insufficient funds are the main 
reason for the total planned pro- 
gram not being constructed, but

Integration's Past, Future 
Subiect of Talk by King

How far integration has 

come and where it is going 
will be the topic of civil 
rights leader Martin Luther 
King Jr. when he speaks 
here Friday. 

The 1984 Nobel Peace 
Prize winner will speak on 
"The Future of Integration" 

at 10 a.m. in the i-'it id House. 

William Buyer, con vocatiiinH 
committee head, said King's 
comments on the civil rights 
scene are still respected desitite 
the rise of the black power move- 
ment and headline* given to the 
young militants, H. Rap Brown 
and Stoltley Carmichael. 

With the emphasis switching 
to the racial problems of the 
large cities, other rights and the 
riots in the N'l't^ro Kli' ttos King's 
unce dominant rule of leadership 
has been challenged by fellow 
rights leaders. 

One unnamed militant went so 
far aa to tell a Ne wMwct lt re- 
porter last fall that King ought 
to pack np his bag snd go bsck 
South, Once there, hp added, he 
I'ould become another "pied 
piper" in a massive voter regis- 
tration campaign. 



The fact, leaders say. Is that 

KinK and his methods of non- 
violent (ieninnstration which he 
has employed successfully in the 
South have failed to bear e^ual 
fruit In the North. 

The most notable examples of 
this failure was his push for 
open-housing in Chicago during 
the Hiniinier of ISfif). His South- 
ern-style mass-marching cam- 
paign — which did help win a city- 
wide iiKrcemeiU on open hous- 
ing — st'i off a wave of white 
anger without placing a single 
Negro family in a white neigh- 
borhood. 

King ;iilttilts the ikkikis jtt Htakti: 
in the Northern cities are not 
easily resolved overnight. Since 
his Chicago experiment Ktng 
talks of community urganlta- 
tion in the cities as a tlve-year 
task. 

"There's a realistic feeling 
that it's harder now," King said 

recently, 

"And there's a readjustment 
of the time schedule: we know 
we're not going to accomplish all 
these things ovcrniKht or in a 
matter of a few months," he 
added. 

King's reputation as an articu- 
late voi<'i' nil the NegroH prob- 
tems (-uiilinueH.

Negro people." Is open to chal- 
lenge, Boyer said.

Far MOM placards and signs will be displayed 
at future convocatkms or leotnres because of the 
committee's recommendatton than normally 
would have been seen. 

Students, when asked to be responsible, are 
responsible. The few who are not, do not bring 
Image-damaging discredit to the Unlvaraltr* as 
some administrators believe, but only to them- 
mIvss* 

THE HFEAKEB8* KIOHTS are not impinged 
by the display of signs during an address. No 
Invited guest to this University would take a few 
signs-— fdr or against— «a a representative view- 
point of the Institution. If a speaker Is unduly 
upset, he la not living In the present times.

"The Governor la not obiigated 
to follow the Board of Regmto, 
but it's usualljr prttty olOM,'* 
Milbourn said. 

McCain said K-State and KU 
offset each other with differ- 
ent programs vhleh reg«lr« ««• 
tra money outside of liittnietlag 
tbe Btudent. 

"Th«r« Is only 11 million dif- 
ference between ua." he said. 
"They have more students plus 
the medical center. 

"We have two institutions, 
such M oar ngrleuHaml exten- 
sion servirp, Hpparate from in- 
struction jUHt like the raed etchool 
at KU." 

MILBOIJRX admits $39 mil- 
lion is "a lot of money, hat 
only 87 per cent comes from 
state (tax) money. Tbe budget 
is a reflecttOB of the total opera- 
tion." 

"Then it has to take Into ac- 
count all soiirrcH of income, such 
aa dorms- and the Union," he 
said. "All this. Is sent to Topeka 
and rcriiipnrtloned to its on the 
basi.H of anticipated buclKet." 

According to Milbourn, there 
is a "great misconception about 
tlM total budget. State funds are 
not oar major source of Income."

"These are measures that 
don't reoeenr."

fee increases are planned for 
next year, the university Kan- 
aaa reaident undergraduate fees

The Inereaaes In fees, however, 
have not been enough. 

"The total dollar has in-

"We receive about 34 
per cent of our revenue from 
state appropriations and revenue 
from the Union, dorms and other 
sources makes up about 6G per 
cent."

McCain said the present 
formula allowa a new position 
to be filled for every new IS atu- 
dents.

Since he is a public performer, be should be treated 
as such. When he plays well he should be exalted, when 
ha plays poorly he should be criticized.

A player 
with little talent that plays hard is more worthy of praise 
than one with a lot of talent that plays poorly. 

I happen to believe in Vince Gibson'B football pro- 
gram and my relations with him were always cordial.

I doubt that It's poeitble with Qibion Olrla 
Grid Getters, spring practice, spring conditioning drills, 
letters of Intent for juco and high school playera and about 
anything else you'd like to mention. 

fiasketball season came none too soon for me. Gib- 
son once told me that K-State will never have a good foot- 
ball team a> long as everyone It content to say "wait until 
baAatbalL" 

I agree, but I always await basketball because It's 
the best thing going here. I like track too, because a track 
man's performance is totally dependent on how much 
ability he has and the amount of effort he exerts. 

The same can be said of swimming, gymnastics, 
wrestling and any other sport where there Is Individual 
competition or competition with the clock. 

Sports is a frivolous matter. Everyone Is an expert 
but really the MCperts know no more about It than the 
trash can that sits beside my desk. That's what makes it 
such a great pastime in America because nobody is bur- 
dened with facts that mean anything. Each game throws 
out all of the old gamai. 

Since it Is (Hvotous, 1 don*t think It should be con- 
fused with school pride. If the only thing a school and 
its students can be proud of la the athletic aebiavenants 
both have problems. 

Since this is the last column of the semester, it's time 
to honor some of those that have made my job enjoyable. 
Perhaps the best to do this Is to honor some of the de- 
serving partonalttiei with award. 

The 'True Profeiilonal*' award goes to Tea Winter, 

one of the best In the business. Yet, he doesn't take him- 
self too serious aa some other coaches do and he's always 
candid. 

The "Most Personable Coach" award goes to DeLoss 
Dodds, the K-State track coach, who is the easiest man 
on oampus to interview and is one of the real white hate. 
There dumld ha more like httn. 

The "Dedication" award goes to Bd Fsdosky, twlm- 
mting coach, and it could go to all of his swimmers, too. He 
has a respectable team every year, in spite of the facility 
the Athletic Department and Athletic Council have saddled 
him with.

"THK I'KCXJR.^M would bene- 
fit mercbants with added trade, 
studMita with the discount and 
the money would help the li- 
brary," Cochran t'xplained. 

He said English Pro uhould 
be done away with or a substi- 
tute tound tor It. He suggested 
that students who do not re- 
ceive a C grade tn English Com- 
position 1 and II talte a third 
semester of English Composition 
tor credit. 

He also suggested mandatory 
class attendance be done away 
with — except for freshman. 

IN THE ARKA of academics, 
Cochran said the University 
places too much emphasis on re- 
search and not enough on good 
teaching. 

"The Uoiversity Is almost 
caught up as far as we need in 
research and now value should 
^ lie put on good teaching or stu- 
dents,** he said. 

He said he would work for the 
development of an extensive 
coarse and instructor evaluation 
program on a University wide 
scale coordinated through stu- 
dent government

instructor and reward the bet- 
ter Instructors with higher sal- 
aries. Along these lines, he 
would like to see students on ad- 
ministration tenure and salary 
ooanBlttees. 

Cochran would like to see 
students on more faculty and ad- 
ministration committees because 
"too many decisions affecting 
students are being made tiehtnd 
closed doors." 

He especially would like a stu- 
dent voice on committees plan- 
ning future housing programs 
for the University. He said this 
might eliminate problems like 
the decision this year forcing all 
freshmen men to live in or- 
ganized housing. 

"WHKN YOU force a person 
to live In eertala honsliif you 
are taking away kla rigbta," 
Cochran said. 

Also on housing, Cochran said 
coeds should have the right to 
choose where they want to live 
before age 21. 

"In most states women are 
considered adults at 18 so they 
should have the right to choose 
their housing before 21" he ex- 
plained. 

He said he would also like to 
see all women's doalng hoars 
done away with eanapt for fireah- 
man coeds. 

IW THR AUKA of student 
parking problems, Cochran said 
"It is important tliat students 
have right to have cars on cam- 
pus." He urged the University 
to build high rise parking top 
duties to eliminate fatira park* 
ing problems. 

Cochran said he would be will- 
ing to dctmtf all campaign issues 
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with any other student presi- 
dential candidates. Bob Mor- 
row, AR 4, is the only other 
announced student ^ndfdate for 
the office. Ralph Sparks, a non- 
student, said he is a candidate 
for the office hut according to 
SGA constitution he Is not a 
legal candidate. -

NCAA Change Causes Debate

The roftr of approval 
heard last week from Big 
E^t "minor" sport coach- 
es on the National Collegi- 
ate Athletic Association's 
adoption of a freshman eli- 
SlMlltjr nila nay k« sUned 
March 1. 

Tlie ruling, which allows 
freshman atblet^H to comiiete on 
all vanity teams except football 
and baaketliall, nmat 1m adopted 
by each indtvldval atUatle eoo- 
terence. 

The Big Bight faculty repro- 
asDtatlTea will gather in Kanaea 
City, Fab. tt through March 1 
diring the Big Eight indoor 
traeh meet to dlicuas the rule. 

WHIIiB ODACHMB and ath- 
letic directors around the con- 
ference were lauding the more; 
the faculty repreBentatWes were 
not. Athletle directora and tae- 
nia have not aeen eye to eye on 
the issue In the paat. 

Three times the athletic di- 
reetora have unanimously sup- 
ported a reiolntloo for treahnan 
eligibility and three tlmea the 
faculty representatives have 
turned the motion down — also 
nnanlmonaly. 

K-HTATE ATHLETIC head, 
Bebe Lee, is cautiously opto- 
mlitie about the proposal'a 
ehaneea in the aprint meattng . 
"The NCAA hadn't approred the 
ruling before the last meeting In 
December. Now that the NCAA 
hae paaaed it the eheneei ti It 
passing are better." 

The advantages of the rule to 
the uthlellf department are ob- 
vious. The scboola would have 
the egpenae of 'imly one team 



rather than two. It could also 
Mp eat down on tho nnmber of 
•eholarahtpa. 

K-State faculty representa- 
tive, C. Clyde Jones, vice-presi- 
dent for University Development, 
views th« question from the op- 
posite «idc He, like the other 
representatives, voted against 
the mllng In December. 

"THE FAni.TY members 
have always been primarily con- 
cerned with the Individual. We 
QttMtion whether It la wlae to 
allow freshmen to participate In 
varsity competition. The new 
student has an enormous amount 
of adjustment to make wlthoat 
the tranaitlon to make la mr- 
alty athletics. 

Jones said that he eonld not 
speak for the conference repre- 
aentatlvat as a whole, hnt "gen- 
erally we Jttst don't UIm the 
rule." 

WATNR nVKK, Big Bight 

csar. who sits between the twtf 
banks of opinion, is about to 
.drown under an overflow of In- 
qnlrles. Duke will diaenas the 
anhlaaed l«sne« but he will not 
speculate whether the rule Will 
paaa the conference committee 
in March or not. 

"Our faculty feels strongly on 
this point and so do the athletic 
directors. That is proven by the 
8-0 and 0-8 votea." Dake aald. 
'There Is an honeat dttferenee 
of opinion." 

Since the faeelty fathers are 
strongly opposed to the rule, at 
first glance there seems little 
reason for them to even con- 
sider it. However, the faculty 
muat protect the conference from 
serlons disadvantage.

VISTA'S work in urban slums, 
poverty-stricken rural commu- 
nities. Indian reaorvatlona, mi- 
grant worker camps and mental 
health hospitals. Their slogan 
reads: "Join VISTA and see the 
world — It may Icbk a little dif- 
ferent when you're through."
